2. (Original) A mobile telephone according to claim 1 , where) n the acoustic path 
extends laterally away from the earpiece between the casing and the cover. 

3. (Original) A mobile telecommunications device according io claim 1, 
wherein the cover is spaced from the earpiece by a gasket. 

4. (Original) A mobile telecommunications device according to claim 1 , wherein 
the earpiece is mounted to a substrate and the cover is a metal plate that extends over the 
substrate. 

5. (Original) A mobile telecommunications device according to claim 4, 
wherein the substrate is a lightguide assembly. 

6. (Original) A mobile telecommunications device according to claim 4, wherein 
the resonant cavity is partially formed by a depression in the plate. 

7. (Previously presented) A mobile telecommunications device according to claim 1,
